' broad we ahaU eat, bow much we shall aiiend for coal and bow much for oil, 
bow nicely or how poorly we shall be clothed and boused—in brief, how well or 
bow Uh how king or how abort wc aball live. 

Tft the trust la the legitimate outcome of the comi>etitive Byatem. It ia the 
t^Brvival of the fittest*' as the capUaliaia see it. 

CrapetitioD under tbe capitalist system means the advancing of one's self at 
tbe cost of others, tbe pulling tbe many down, the elbowing the many aside, in 
ifder to benefit the one. 

Heretofore it has been moat cruel to the workmen whom it forced into a 
itfuggle to see w*ho should live and who should starve. 

g^t for the last teu or twenty years tho workmen have boon by no means 
tbe only sufferers. The small employers, tbe small mercbnnta, are just ns much 
ftetims of that cruel kind of competition as the w*age-workers. The hiimi of 
•ich **btisiness mau" of tbe same brnuob Is against every other, and no foe is 
jppiT terrible than tbe one w*bo is running n neck-to-nei’k mee with him every 
'day. 1^0 giant factory, the mammoth store are the most iniplneuble foea of the 
Ipall shop and the small store-keeper. The tierce comnetitiun lesticiis the profit 
aaeseb article, aud that must l»e coinpensaiiMl for by the production and sale 4if 
a greater number of articles; that lathe chcaiKT the goods, the mure capital is 
jiqaired. 

Precisely,.then, for the same reason that the meehnnic with his own shop 
tad wotting on bis own account lias nearly disappeunHl in the struggle l^uween 
UaA -work and maoblne-work, the amall enipluyers with their little mnehinery, 
tHr iiaall capital and their H<*nnty stin’k of giMxls are driven from the field, 
ffbs great capitnllat natiiriiily triumphs. And to the few remaining in the field 
tbelr BUSINESS 8BNSK dictates rO.()l»EltATH»N INSThLVH (iLMIMC- 
TITION. Should the “law" come after them, they wilj simply give up the Ht- 
fit dndow* of seiianite liusiness and rivalry and go into luirtnerniiip-fitrin a 
gigantic stock company, ns fur instuiu*c the members of the meat trust li.nve 
doac a few weeks ago.

Hut they are under 
i^ nn to give the benefit of this to their workimm in form of higher 
. aad shorter hours, or to the ismsumers through a r*sluc«sl price. .Vs hu- 
■amre is constituted, under i-npitalism they pn*fer to take the l>eiiefits out 
ihts Id the forui of huge dividends—which art* paid on iiicnslibly “w'a- 
caritsi. It must l»e c'onsidered a sound eonclusiim that .if trusts mtiltipiy 
Mi awing as th^'T bsve bad during the Inst two or three yetirs ihcy

xf Kof are thes4* the only evils. Tlte trusts will add to tln^ geniTal |sditim) «s)r- 
\^atever a trust wants from legislators, tnmiis. assessors and public 
pwntors it will gtd if money can buy it. It will buy exemption from 
'MMUtioD by political 1 hiss 4 >s when it is msvssary. It wdll i‘on<‘ern itself in 
ilwrtnni. whenever the outcome has any bearing on its isskets. \t will siib- 
Mha aewipapers. briU* voters and spread i-iwruptioti whenever ‘Muty" to its 
ova finaarial interests leads. The trust has no more moral srrtiple al»oiit sys- 
' IMaticaliy committing crime of this kind- than have most individual biisines-k 
■ iart_ irhn have taken care of their business in this way befon*: lull als*» in 
' J^&vgtioo tbe trust is ns superior to the indiridiial lii elfii-iency and scope as 
i;'; bis in iu other basliiess relations. 

This aystem of corruptiou must break down or s*sdery will. Hut what (*an

■ fttll we enact laws to n*gnlnte the prict*s which the trusts demand for their 
vatVB? That would be impossible under the present (s-onomic system. It 


would Ik* Dusidling with the rights of th** nrivute individual and would be pnr- 

.'**,***"***’***'““•'' Morisirer It would luu ctlp, for the trusts w'ould bribe the 
oftioals and prcive to their satisfaction that the prices aske<l are just and ue«'es- 
Hury. 

To ruin the trusts by spisrial legislniion would also Ik* very difhrnlt. Every 
iDcr(*a^ of tHX(*s w’oiild be followed by an increase in tile price of the pitslucts 
tHiutrulled by the trusta. 

Laws treating them RS (Nmstdracies would Im* enuntly valueless. It Is easy 
enough for them to pr<ive that they are carrying on their business In exactly 
the same manner as other bnsiness men. H<*sid(*s. there is no law, and nntler 
the pn*sent tK-onomir system none can In* cnaeitsl. ofr«‘<'tnHlly forl>iddiug them 
to nnite in one single firm. 

In short, a government which stands on the hnais of the proM'iit ecnnomlo 
system is |M>werli*ss ngaiust the tnists. 

And the principle of the tnistJ>—conceiitration instead of division, co-op«*ra- 
tion instead of i*om|>ctition—Is also a perfectly correct principle and gi>es great 
advantages to tboiie who avail themaeJves of It, in other words, to those **wlm 
ore in it." 

The trusts are n lienefit to those who own tbe trusts. Y’et the trusts are 
large enough for the whole people to feel this lK*nefit if the whole people should 
uw'ii the trusts. 

Therefore we <‘ontend that the whole people colb'ctively-ras a nation—should

Against the trusts there is no other ri'me<Jy. 

BOTH OLD PARTIES ARE TRUST RIDDEN. 

Hut this nntumlly brings us to the field of politics. 

And what do we fin*l there? Very little that is apt In give us joy. 

It is true, we have the one-man Itallot in this <*onntry. Hot wlmt good has it 
dom* so far? The great majority of the jKMiplc art* Uepuldicans or Democrals 1k*- 
canse the^ fathers were, nr Wanse **thev do not want to throw their votes 
away. They vote for the cnpitallst parti(*s and for the trusts simply in order 
"not to throw* their votes away!" 

Ibkfh the Heptiblicnn and the Deuiocrntic parties an* trust ridden. 

The Iteniildican party has long be<-n known to be the fnv»»red orgiinixii- 
tion of <*a|iitHlUts and capitalism. The Ueimbllcan ptiri.v makes no s4-<‘r«*t of 
the fact that it r«*pn*tM*ntM the "vested rights" and is rather phuid tha: it is 
the gr**at eonservative isditical urgoirixntion of this t-oiintry. .Vs Senator Mark 
Hnnnn. who is by fur one of the shrewdest and m«»‘t isiteiit nf the leadi*rs of 
his parly, has expn*sse*! it in n r*'ccut sp<*ech in .Vkmn. O.: “I jiave toI«i y»>n 
a year ago to let well enough alone, now I ean only add to llial: stainl p«it." 
This expn'sses the ptdiey of the Republi(*an party admiraldy. "Let well 
enough alone"—this rt»bl>ery is all well enough for the eapitalists and the 
Inisis. Theri'fon* stand pat! 

Hut S<>iintnr .lohn <'. S|Ksiner. the idol f»f tlic Itepubli<*nn parly in Wisminsln. 
go^ a great deal farther. In his spe<H-h nt Lancaster. Wis. <0<*tober 2<M, l»e 
said ill reganl to the goveniinent owm-rship of <-ojil mines; 

"The gn*Mt danger to the country is not fr*»m foreign nathuis, hut nt home. 
I*ui your feet, my f*-llo\v citizens, on this sunk** which w«iuld h*nd the g*»vern- 
inent to al>S4»rli tlie industries of the peojde. Tlu* govemtiH'iif is the one tiiat 
\Va.-*hint^*»n established and litn'oln pres»*rved. Ke4*p it a government and ilo 
imt let it be<‘onii* a htickster. We will find and supply Hu* remeilies wifhont 
revolttti'uiizing onr fonn of giivenitueni." 

The government shall tiot absorb tin* industries of the people. .Vnd the 
"fmsis" are the peoph^ for ,Iohn C*. Stasmer. and the government is to lie 
simply the (fMil and the servant iif the trusts. 

I«ui In* is willing to go n long step towanis monarchy. In the same speiH’h 
he said: 

"If w<‘ «s)nld el«-4*l II gf>od. strong Heptddicnii Hn'sident like Theodore Ui>o*ie- 
veil, and a strong Uepnldican S«*iiat«* and Hotisi* for ti tenn of twenty years, it 
WiMild be belter for lh«* cminlry.” 

Then* yon have it: make the terms of oitice f«»r our «*orpor.'»ti‘Uj attorneys 
and imst magnates in the I'liitisl Stat«*s Si-nalc last twenty year*. There 
is the retiu dy!

If yon 
ran prove that a thing is giM>d, let it stay, but if you cannot prove that it ia 
gcMsl. it cnniiot hide behind the assertion that It is here and must stay. Wr be- 
iievi- that .Vmerietiii people can gel rid of any thing that they do not waul — 
ami that they ought to get riil of everything that is not gissl.

RULE OF CAPITAL BY THE PEOPLE DEMANDED. 

There is but one ilelirernm e from the rule ut the |>eople by ea|iital - and that 
is tile rule of capital by the jieople. If mmh of what has iN-en <Ninsidered private 
property is to Ik* abwirlK**! in great monopolistic owitership. us seems the In¬ 
evitable outcome (»f the competitive struggle, then the pe*q»le should !M*ci*nie the 
momq»o|ists. 

The only hope for the people for either industrial or iHilitical frenlom li«*s in 
their gnidnnily taking jH>ssi*ssion the machinery, btrees and production of the 
great industrial inomqHilics and establishing the co-o|H*r.itire eoiumonweaith. Ami 
the pHipb* can dll no better then make a tH*ginning liy expropriating the tnist 
owners, rniiroatl kings ami ii)ono|io]ists. 

The contention that the SiM-ml Democrats have mq the majority ns yet, is

They :M-¥er- Iihvc l*ro>ighr nlirait *sni- 
sciotisly ami deliberately any great sm-lal **Iinnge, They always have permitletl 
an energetic minority to nccomidish that for them, and then they always have 
-^nm’tinihK) the m'complished fact.
